States and in the turbulent days of the west, where he spent his early man- 
hood. 
He was born in Perry county, O., In 
1841, but when he was aboul 
three years old his father moved to Westport, now a suburb of Kansas City. 
Mo. 
He was graduated from the Missouri university In 18G0, just as the civil 
war was beginning. 
Missouri was divided about half and half on the ques- 
tion of slavery. 
The future senator's father and younger brother joined the 
Confederate army, and Stephen, 
whose 
sentiments 
were Union, 
stayed 
at 
home to care for his mother. 
One day he was captured by members of 
Quan-trill'- 
s 
guerrillas and was about to be shot summarily when he demanded that 
he be taken before the rebel leader. 
Many .aembers of Quantrill's band were 
neighbors of the Elklnses, and they vouched for the ' young man, and he was 
turned loose onhis promise to enlist 
He did enlist, but it was in the Union 
army. 
When the order to burn the homes of secessionists was issued Elkins 
resigned the captaincy of a company to which he had been elected. 
He latei 
went to New Mexico and began practicing law. 
He was a citizen of New 
Mexico for many years, holding federal offices and representing the territory 
in congress. 
He became a citizen of West Virginia 
after he married 
the 
daughter of Henry Gassaway Davis, who had large property interests there 
He was first elected to the senate in 1894.
